Iraq pulls back

BEIRUT. — Irag yesterday an- 
nounced it was withdrawing two 
of its frontline units to new 
strategic positions near its 
border as Iran said its forces had 
recaptured two Iranian towns 
lost to the Iraqis early in the 20- 
month-old Guif war. 

An Iraqi military communi- 
que said the troops were being 
withdrawn along the Ahvaz- 
Susangerd front in the southern 
section of the battlefield in the 
oil-producing province of 
Khuzestan. 

The communique, carried ‘by the 
official Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
said the withdrawal was made to 
“boost defensive lines further south 
where the battles. were heating up.” 

The Iraqi announcement came on 
the ninth day of an Iranien offensive 
to drive the Iraqis out of the oil- 
producing province where they 
made their main territorial gains at 
the start of the war. 

It coincided with Iranian claims 
to have recaptured Hamid and 
Hoveyzeh, two strategic towns in 
western Khuzestan. 

Communiques carried by Iran's 
state-run Islamic Republic News 
Agency (IRNA) said Hamid and 
Hoveyzeh, respectively 30 
kilometres and 40 kms east of the 
iraqi border, had been liberated

The Harrier group includes RAF 
rocket-firing ground-attack planes 
and Royal Navy fighters. The RAF 
strike 'versious were seen as vital for 
supporting a British ‘assault on the 
Falklands where an estimated 9,000 
Argentine troops are waiting in 
defensive strongpoints. The Harrier 
jump-jets are vertical take-off 
planes not equipped for carrier 
operations. 

The sources said the navy was ex- 
pected to'send four more destroyers 
or frigates following the loss of the 
destroyer Sheffield and the exten- 
sion -of war zone round the 
Falklands.

The Iraqi withdrawal was dis- 
closed by a military spokesman in 
Baghdad, quoted by INA and 
monitored in Beirut. 

The spokesman said that “due to 
special] considerations, and to en- 
sure a stronger momentum in con- 
fronting the Iranians and destroying 
their forces in the region, it has 
been decided to withdraw the two 
forces to new positions near the 
borders.” 

According to INA, the 
spokesman said the forces had been 
withdrawn from areas west of 
Ahwaz, the Khuzestan provinical 
capital, and Susangerd, a town some 
60 kilometres northwest of Ahwaz. 

He described the withdrawal as 
part of a plan to reinforce Iraqi un- 
its further south and said troops had 
already moved into the areca of 
Khorramshahr to strengthen the 
Iraqi military presence there.

Education Ministry to probe 
finances of Aguda group

The Education Ministry has 
ordered an in-depth probe of possi- 
ble financial irregularities in the 
Agudat Yisrac] association, Tora 
afd Popular Judaism. 

Ministry , Director-General 
Eliezer Shmueli on Friday ordered 
the ministry controller to probe the 
suspicions originally raised by of- 
ficials of the misistry’s Religious 
Education Division. 


That report, based on a spot 


1 check of the association's activities 


last year, alleged that income tax 
had not been deducted from pay- 
ments made to lecturers; that funds 
spent on summer camps were not 
adequately documented; and -that 
the banking arrangements of the as- 
sociation indicated double book- 


keeping. ‘ 

After he received the report, 
Shmueli cut off funds to the associa- 
tion until it responded to the allega- 
tions. After studying the response, 
Shmueli restored the funds, ‘but 
ordered the probe. 

The association gets its funds — 
last year 1520 million and this year 
1S63m. — from special Knesset. 
Finance Committee allocations as 
part of the coalition agreement. The 
funds are channelled through the 
ministry, which is responsible for 
oversecing how they are spent.

\|Golan Druse protest 


wounding of villagers

MAJDAL SHAMS. — Golan 
Druse continued their demonstra- 
Hons yesterday over the wounding 
of six residents of the Buk’ata vil- 
lage in a clash with police on Fri- 
day, when the dispute over the issu- 
ing by the government of civilian’ 
identity cards erupted into violence. 

In Mas’ada, rocks were hurled at 
patrolling policemen, tires were 
‘burned and anti-Israel slogans were 
shouted. In Buk'ata, villagers 
placed a roadblock across the 
entrance to the village and stoned 8 
bus. 

The six wounded on Friday were 
rashed by military ambulance to the 
Safad hospital, where two of them 
remained hospitalized yesterday. 

Three village residents were ar- 
tested. Authorities refrained from 
making more arrests due to the high 
tension still prevailing in the four 
Druse villages. The police set up 
a committee to investigate the inci- 
dent. But police also warned that 
violence would not deter the 
security forces from carrying out 
their regulations stemming from 
Israel's annexation of the Golan. 
"Friday's incident started when a 
patrol of policemen and Border 
Patrol arrested a man driving a trac- 
tor from Mas'ada on the Merom 
Golan highway. He was uvable to 
produce an identity card or 
ownership papers for the tractor. 
The driver and two youngsters 
hanging onto the tractor refused to 


accompany the patrol to the police 
station, 


According to the police 
Spokesman, a mob appeared, armed 
with iron bars and tree branches, 
and refused to disperse even when 
one of the patrol fired into the air. 


The spokesman reported that 
when the patrol was endangered by 
the approaching mob of some 60 
Persons, shots were fired at their 
legs. 

The tension spread to the four 
Druse villages, with thousands of 
young people taking to the streets, 
shouting anti-Israel slogans. 
Buk'ata residents blocked the road 
to their village, and stoned police 
ness military vehicles and a passing

Northern police commander Nit- 
zav Yitzhak Eran and his deputy,

LONDONDERRY, Northern 
Treland (AP). — Five soldiers of the 
Ulster Defence Regiment were 
wounded, one seriously, in two 
separate ambushes by guerrillas in 
Northern Ireland early yesterday, 
police reported. 

A fireman and a civilian woman 
were wounded when a bomb ex- 
ploded in Londonderry, a police 
spokesman said. He reported the 
bomb, apparently intended for 
security forces, detonated after 
police were lured into the area by a 
hoax call about another bonb. 

Another bomb was defused by a 
British army expert in Strabane on 
the border with the Irish Republic. 
Police said a young Roman Catholic 
set himself alight as he was about to 


throw a petrol bomb at 2 police 
patrol in Londonderry’s Bogside 


quarter. 


No terrorist group has so far 
claimed responsibility for the at- 
tacks, But police sources blamed 
the provisional Irish Republican 
Army and its marxist splinter fac- 
tion, the Irish National Liberation 


Army. 
The attacks came amid a fresh 


surge of violence by the almost ex- 


clusively Roman Catholic guerrillas 
fighting to end British rule in this 
Protestant-dominated province. 
They seek to reunite the province 


with the overwhelmingly Catholic 
Trish Republic to end 60 years of

Turkey probes alleged torture in jails 


ANKARA (Reuter). — Military 
authorities yesterday published a 
major review of security in Turkey 
since the 1980 military coup, in- 
cluding details of accusations of tor- 
ture. 

Figures set out in a book called 
The State of Anarchy and Terror in 
Turkey, compiled by the Turkish 
chiefs of staff, were carried by the 
semi-official Anatolian news 
agency. 

The book said that between the 


coup on September 12, 1980 and 
April 28, this year, 37 cases of al- 
leged torture in Turkish jails had 
been brought to court. 

It added that 283 torture allega- 
tions were still being investigated, 
[25 cases had been dropped and 
eight trials had been complet: 
though it did not give the verdicts. 

In March the military govern- 
ment admitted that 15 people δά 
been tortured to death in jails since 
the coup. 


Socialite may flee 30-year murder rap 


NEWPORT (Reuter). — A Rhode 
Island judge said on Friday night he 


expected: Danish-born socialite .: 


Claus Yon Bulow to flee the’ country 
after being sentenced to 30 years in 
jail for trying to kill his heiress wife 
with insulin. 

But Judge Thomas Needham said 
that under Rhode Island law he had 
no choice but to continue Von 
Bulow’s bail pending appeal, he told 
Reuters. 

He said that he expected Von 
Bulow, 55, former close aide of oil 
magnate J. Paul Getty, to jump bail 
“the day the (Rhode Island)

\Polish primate warns against 


exploiting youth politically — 


WARSAW. — Poland’s Roman 
Catholic primate yesterday ap- 
pealed for an end to political 
violence and said that young people 
should not’ be drawn into the 
problems of the country’s workers. 


“Otherwise young people will 
become a ball in the game and be 
manipulated by people who have 
stony hearts,” Archbishop Jozef 
Glemp said. 

Young activists demonstrating in 
support of the suspended Solidarity 
trade union were in the forefront of 
clashes with riot police in Warsaw 
and other cities last week. 

The Communist authorities have 
alleged that anti-socialist elements 
stirred up impressionable youths to 
take on the police. 

The archbishop made his remarks 
at a church next to Warsaw 
Cathedral, outside. which supporters 
of Solidarity gathered before 


starting a march in defiance of mar- 
tial law last Monday. : 

Last Wednesday, Poland’s 
bishops condemned the street dis- 
turbances without apportioning 
blame, and also called for urgent 
concessions from the authorities to 
ease the tension. 

Solidarity activists underground 
said that fresh demonstrations were 
being planned for this Thursday, 
which marks five months of martial 
law. 

Meanwhile, the official Com- 
munist Party daily Trybuna Ludu at- 
tacked: one of Pope John Paul's 
closest friends — Rev. Jozef 
Tischner of Cracow — as a political 
activist too close to the extreme 
wing of Solidarity. 

The attack on Tischner, one of 
Poland’s most respected Catholic 
philosophers, was the harshest 
against any well-known or senior 
church official.

secret is to stretch the vertical 


strings to 90 pounds (41 kgs) of ten- ἢ 


sion and pull them almost to the 
handle of the racket. 

Horizontal strings would be pull- 
ed as usual within the racket head 
about 50 ds (23 kgs.) of ten- 
sion. Lengthening the vertical 
strings enlarges the “sweet spot” and 
reduces vibration, Soong claims. 
Stretching them tighter adds power, 
he adds.

South African Bill Moseley is go- 
ing for his third straight title at the 
Masters. His very tough opposition 
includes that host-country’s David 
Bryant, Australian John Snell and

The U.S. Committee Sports for 
Israel has exercised its right of 
freedom of action, its decision not 
being based on ignorance but on a 
close and intimate knowledge of the 
facts. The Maccabi World Union isa 
non-political world body, working 
in over 30 countries for the benefit 
of Jewish youth. The U.S. Commit- 
tee Sports for Israel which has for 
decades worked in close co- 
operation with the Maccabi World 
Union has decided to affiliate to the 
Maccabi World Union in order to 
extend its activities in this direction: 
In doing so it has retained its total 
independence of action (which all 
Maccabi World Union affiliated 
Territorial Organizations enjoy) 
and, in particular, its right to serve 
all of Israel's sport in the same man- 
ner as before.

In the light of the tragic loss of life in the fighting between Argen- 
tina and Great Britain, it may seem frivolous, even childish, to worry 
about the inipact of the war on sport. On the other hand, a cynic may 
claim that it is even more frivolous and childish, that it is reminiscent 
of Lord of the Flies to conduct a dispute of this kind with such 
terrifying weapons. Ν᾿ : 

if tl e esert efforts to settle the argument by diplomacy fail, there 

“can be little doubt that two of the maior sporting events of the year, ᾿ 
the World Cup and Wimbledon, will be ruined. Jose Luis Clerc has 
already announced that he will not play at Wimbledon, if the war is 
on: Guillermo Vilas wil! no doubt follow suit. It is highly untikely that 
Argentina, England, Scotland and Northern Ireland will play in the 
World Cup, since Argentina may have to play one or more of the 

British sides. After all Spain's efforts to make thé cup a fiesta for 
millions, it may be as devasatated by politics as were the Moscow 
Olympic Games. sath. . 

Since the weapons with which politicians and generals play have 
become so lethal, it is manifest that some alternative to warfare has 
to be devised to settle arguments. The United Nations, tragically, has 
proved to be utterly useless, when any real crisis develops. ; 

In the present case, there is one ray of hope. The inhabitants of 
Argentina and the British Isles are all mad about sport, they know 
much more about soccer records and form than they do about the 
history and geography of the Falkland Islands. . 

So ἃ viable alternative to war, if the diplomatic efforts fail, suggests ° 
itself. one that may bring peace with honour to both winners and 
losers. This is to arrange soccer matches between Argentina and the 
British Isles. There could be a series of five “Test™ matches, four 
played in neutral countries — two in Latin America. and two in 
Europe — with the final match contested in the Falkland Islands 
themselves, For the purpose, a super-stadium would be built in the 
Islands, financed by the International Monetary Fund. 

: The winner of the series would be awarded sovereignty over the 
Falklands: if Argentina won, the islanders would at least have the 
consolation of getting the stadium. If they are the true-blue Britons 
they are said to be, becoming 2 trophy for a soccer victory should ap- 
peal to their sportsmanship. Even if they are not happy about the 
result, it will certainly be better for them than the annihilation that 
will certainly be their fate, if the war goes on, irrespective of who 
wins. Civilians, however patriotic they may be, seldom enjoy having 
their homes turned into battlefields. é 

The British cabinet will no doubt protest that the proposed series ° 
of matches appears to favour Argentina, winners of the World Cup in 
1978 and ranked higher in the present World Cup betting by the Lon- 
don bookies than any of the British teams. To this, the reply is that 
Argentina would not be playing England or Scotland or Northern 
Ireland, but a combined British team. Soccer fans in Great Britain 
have always contended that a joint team of super-stars from all their - 
islands could easily whip any European or Latin American combina- 
tion. Only the antipathy that Britons naturally feel for other Britons 
from across the borders has made the forming of such a side impossi- 
ble, : 

Yet that antipathy is disregarded when war breaks out: the British, 
Scots, frish and Welsh have fought and died side by side for centuries 
for their country, The time has now come for them to play together." ~ 

Soccer is the perfect alternative to war, since it appeals to exactly 
the same intellectual and emotional qualities, and poses the same 
challenges. It involves strategy, tactics, spying, skilful deployment of 
forces, frontal attacks, flank attacks, bunker defences, physical for- 
titude, courage, pride, honour and patriotism. 

A successful take-over bid by sport may change the whole charac- © 
ter of politics, and may thus end what appears to be an era of the 
world suffering from midsummer madness in spring.

MADRID (UPI). — World Soccer 
Cup izers are worried that the 
Falklands fight may lead to a walk- 
out from the finals of champions 
Argentina and of Britain’s three 
teams, England, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland, a sports new- 
spaper reported over the weekend. 

The As daily said the Spanish 
committee is certain the June 13- 
July 11 finals will take place. 
“There will be a World Cup” is the 
refrain of the day,” As said. 

“Soccer officials said, however, 
the situation was “uncannily like 
Moscow,” where several western 
nations boycotted the 1980 Olym- 
pics to protest the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 


The paper stressed that neither 
Britain nor Argentina had yet in- 
dicated their teams would withdraw 
from the 24-nation finals. But it ad- 
ded that the spectre of a walk-out 
was marring the soccer ex- 
travaganza 38 days before kick-off. 

Despite the concern, the Presi- 
dent of the World Cup Organizing 
Committee, Rimundo Saporta, said 
the championship will go on as 
scheduled with or without the 
British or Argentine teams. 

“There will be World Cup,” said 
Saporta, and it will be played with 
24 teams as scheduled.” He said the 
International Footbail Federation 
Association would decide what 
teams would substitute any country 
that boycotts because of the 
Falklands dispute. 

in London, Kevin Keegan, cep- 
tain of the England team, said he 
and his team-mates would accept a 
government directive not to com- 
pete in the World Cup finals 
because of the conflict.

THE EGYPTIAN Minister of State for Foreign Alfairs, Butros Ghali 
‘was quoted during the weekend as saying that the differences that 
have emerged over conducting the autonomy talks also in Jerusalem 


If he meant that the issue was not one of principle and all the par- 
ties, including Egypt, could therefore be flexible, that would be 
helpful. However, if his intent was to belittle the issue, implying that 
Israel could not successfully make a “procedural” issue into a matter 
of principle, then his remark was informed by a large measure of self- 


Israelis in general and Cabinet ministers as well may have been sur- 
prised by Premier Begin's sudden statement on ‘Thursday that Israel 
would not join any resumed talks unless Jerusalem, in addition to 
Cairo and Washington, was also a venue. But there is no doubt that 
Mr. Begin’s position enjoys broad public support. Even critics of 
government policy, including such measures as the Jerusalem bill last 
year which led to the departure of all the embassies in Jerusalem, 
cannot tolerate the Egyptian attempt to boycott the capital. 

When, before the final withdrawal from Sinai, President Mubarak 
declined to visit Israel because be would not come to Jerusalem, 
there was considerable annoyance here, but also some measure of 
quiet understanding. He was, it was felt, still consolidating his hold. 

But the autonomy talks are of a different order. They involve not 
state visits, but working meetings of official government delegations, 
If Egypt does not feel embarrassed by the return of Sinai and the 
peace agreement with Israel, then it cannot be embarrassed by con- 
ducting official meetings in Jerusalem. 

. The fact is that Israel has shown great tolerance to Egypt over 
Jerusalem. Apart from President Sadat's first visit to the capital in 
November 1977, all other such meetings with Mr. Begin in Israel 
took place elsewhere. But there is a limit, and it is entirely ap- 
propriate that the limit be drawn with regard to the autonomy talks. 

The forma! Egyptian argument that since the future of Jerusalem is 
itself an issue in the negotiations, it cannot serve as a venue is 
spurious. Unless, contrary to the peace agreement, Egypt wishes to 
adopt the view, harking back to 1948, that Jerusalem, even the por- 
tion controlled by Israel before 1967, cannot be recognized as the 
capital of the Jewish State. In that case there is certainly nothing

SOVIET-AMERICAN relations in- 
fluence almost all political develop- 
ments around the globe. The Mid- 
die East is especially sensitive to 
changes in these relations. 

It is naive to describe the 
relationship between the two giants 
merely in terms of hostility or of a 
dichotomy. It is a complex of rela- 
tions, which sometimes might ap- 
pear to be deep-rooted cooperation. 
Hostility is only one dimension of 
the complex. : 

Both the superpowers consist of 
interest groups that at times may 
pursue opposing objectives. Some 
American political groups regard 
the USSR as the most dangerous 
enemy confronting the U.S., one 
that endangers their very existence. 
That the pressure they exert could 
lead to an attack on the Soviet 
Union is unlikely, despite Soviet 
propaganda claims to the contrary. 
Such groups can do their, best to 
argue for a strong U.S. defence 
posture, but in no way can they put 
the USSR in a dangerous spot.

Sir, — It is extremely regrettable 
that the Aligament decided not to 
vote for a bill prohibiting the 
removal of Israeli settlements in 
future negotiations with Arab 
countries, because of the fallacious 
premise that this would prevent the 
possibility of territorial com- 
promise. Is Arab sovereignty 
synonymous with Judenreinheit? If 
Arabs are allowed to live in Israel, 
why shouldn't Jews be allowed to 
live in an Arab country? If East 
Jerusalem Arabs are allowed to 
keep their Jordanian citizenship, 
why shouldn't Jews in an area ceded 
to Jordan be allowed to keep their 
Israeli citizenship? Isn’t it 
preposterous that, of ali places on 
this planet, the only one where Jews 
are not allowed to live is Judea, the 
country named after them in all 
languages, including Arabic? 

The only valid meaning of peace 
is the ability of Jews and Arabs to 
live as' good neighbours in the land 
between Jordan and the sea. If the 
Palestinian Arabs cannot tolerate 
Jews in their midst, then — by 
definition — they are not ready for 
peace. The Alignment is fostering 
this hostile attitude by equating ter- 
ritorial compromise with the 
removal of Jewish settlements.

If the Soviet economy were mii 
radically more rational, it would be 
a nightmare for the West. It sounds 
paradoxical, but such a develop- 
ment might ruin the tacit inter- 
national balance between the com- 
plementary Communist and 
Western cconomies. Western 
business has a vested interest im 
keeping the Communist economy 
weak. ᾿ 
AS FOR the arms race, the 
American military-industrial com- 
plex wants to keep things as they 
are. The arms race only deepens the 
Soviet greed for the sophisticated 
Western industrial equipment 
needed to produce arms. 

The world may seem to be 
divided into two antagonistic 
camps, but in fact they represent 
complementary social-esonomic 
systems, with one camp looking to 
the other for industrial and 
agricultural supply. The “useful” 
tension thus created is almost cer- 


tainly regarded by Western business * 


interests as a very profitable situa- 
tion. From this view point it is 
useless and unprofitable to resist 
Communist expansion everywhere 
unless the USSR aims to get control 
over vital natural resources, as it

‘Soviet Union, one may hear sharp 


criticism of the USSR in many

only for a political one. ᾿ 

The American brains behind tha . 
policy are indeed ‘sophisticated,
